Warsaw the Scene of a General

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 15.—The terror- 
ists gathered a grim harvest of death today, 
and tonight officialdom, alarmed at an un- 
wonted outflame of revolutionary violence, is 
wondering what horrors the morrow has in 
store. Already 638 dead and more thal 200 
wounded have been reported, and news from 
Warsaw reads almost like the returns from 
a battle. 

Tonight ft is feared that the long dreaded 
battle with the revolution actually hae be- 
gun. The day seemed like a signal, for the 
outbreaks were simultaneous in almost a 
score of cities. Following is a summary of 
the reports received up to this evening: 
WARSAW—Many bombs thrown; 17 policemen, 4 

gendarmes, 7 infantry patrolmen killed; 20 po- 

licemen wounded; 15 oltizens killed; 180 wounded 
with bullets and bayonets. 
LODZ—Three bombs thrown; fighting followed; 1 
: soldier, 1 Cossack, 1 patrolman, and 2 citizens 

killed; 10 soldiers and policemen wounded; 20 

citizens wounded. 

RADOM—Bomb thrown in police station; killed 
captain's wife and child. 

PLOCK—Pelicemen on all posts attacked at given 
signal; 20 wounded.

Warsaw Runs in Blood. 

The most sanguinary outbreak was at War- 
saw, where the terrorist conspirators made a 
general-onslaught on the guardians of the 
peace, killing seventeen policemen, four 
‘gendarmes, and seven infantry patrolmen, 
and wounded a score more. Soldiers fired a 
volley into a crowd, killing fifteen and 
wounding with bullets and bayonets 130. 

The massacre is supposed to. have been 
planned by revolutionists in revenge for the 
arrest recently of ten socialist workmen mn 
the ironworking suburb of Praga, It was a 
Catholic holiday and no one suspected that 
& massacre was in preparation. The weather 
was beautiful, the city was calm, and thou- 
sands of people were crowding outgoing ex- 
cursion trains. 

Simultaneously the attacks on policemen 
began at 10 o’clock in the morning. About1l 
o’clock in the aftertioon news began to arrive 
from all parts of the city, revealing the con- 
certed nature of the attacks. 


Details of the Battle. 

Bombs were employed in an attack on the 
police station of the Volsk precinct, where a 
sergeant, two patrolmen, and a soldier were 
wounded. 

‘In Ostrovskaia street four men attacked 
a sergeant of police, but the latter was able 
to capture three of them, who were armed 
with revolvers. 

In a fight in Torgovia street revolutionists 
shot down two patrolmen and a Jewish mer- 
chant was killed by a stray bullet. 

A band of ten men invaded a grog shop in 
Cholodena street, where they wounded a 
soldier. The clerk and wife of the proprietor 
opened fire upon the invaders, and a passing 
patrol, attracted by the disturbance, seized 
the entrances of the shop; stormed the house, 
and captured all of the band. 

In the afternoon strong detachments of in- 
fantry, dragoons, and Cossacks appeared in 
the streets, dispersing the crowds with their 
swords, firearms, and bayonets. The streets 
were quickly emptied and by 9 o'clock all 
the shops and restaurants were closed. Am- 
bulanhcés and vans were kept busy carrying 


the wounded to hospitals. 


All passersby were searched by patrols 
and many arrests were made. 


Outbreak in Lodz. 

The outbreak at the turbulent city of Lodz. 
where the ‘terrorists are exceptionally well 
organized, was almost as violent as thatein 
Warsaw. although not sosanguinary. Thtee 
bombs were thrown into the station house of 
the Third police precinct at 6 o’clock this 
evening and, exploding, wrecked the Duild- 
ing and an adjoining lodging house and 
wounded six soldiers of the guard seriously, 
three patrolmen, and the wife of the captain 
of-the precinct. 

A bomb was thrown at two Cossacks in 
Nicholas street, killing one of them and 
wounding the other. 

A soldier was killed and a soldier and a 
policeman were wounded in Alexander street, 
and another patrolman was killed in Peter 
street. 

Cossacks repelling an attack in Zavodsk 
street killed two persons. 

Following on the bomb outrages infantry 
patrols fired volleys in all directions in sev- 
eral streets, 
o'clock at night. Twenty persons were se- 
verely wounded and many others were slight- 
ly injured. Traffic was suspended and the 
shops were closed. 


Bomb Thrown in Radom. 


Other Polish cities singled out by the ter- 
rorists were Radom, where a bomb, thrown 
into the police station, killed the wife and 
child of a captain; Viotslossk, where the 
chief of police was slain; and Plock, where 
at a Riven dignal the policemen on all the

‘*Fish”’ ped and Assistants 
Put Torch to 5,000 Cans. 


POLICE -BEAT BACK CROWD. 


District ‘‘Back of Yards’’ Scene of 
Turbulent Demonstration. 


If “ Fish ’’ Murray had foreseen the effect 
of his pure food crusade on the untutored 
mind which has its abiding place near the 
city dumping grounds, at Robey and West 
Forty-seventh streets, he would have post- 
poned burning 5,000 cans of ancient fruit 
and fish there last evening. As it was, the 
stuff was consumed only after a squad of 
police from the Twentieth precinct station 
had held back a crowd of more than a thou- 
sand persons which had been attracted by 
the news that “ Fish ” was going to end one 
of his busy days with a big bonfire celebra- 
tion. Tom Carey also was a factor. His 
“permission "’ was given for the moral ef- 
fect on the disturbers. ° 

The impure food was seized in the ware- 
houses of Franklin MacVeagh & Co., and 
“ Fish” was master of ceremonies, He had 
arranged the details something after the 
manner of the ancient Greeks in their fu- 
neral rites, and the canned goods were to be 
the pyre. ” 


Food “Circus” Causes Riot. 


Usually a sduad of urchins is on hand at 
the dump, ready to carry away any old fur- 
niture or discarded wearing apparel which 
finds its way there. But when 4 procession 
of wagons carrying the condemned food ar- 
rived shortly after 7 o'clock, they thought 
the circus had come to the dump. Assistant 
Inspector Costello ordered the boxes and 
barrels thrown upon the prairie grass where 
they could be destroyed. before the juvenile 
army “got busy.’’ But he counted without 
his host of enemies. Eagerly the urchins 
surrounded the first truck and tried to get 
some of the cans, 

A moment afterward Watchman Wall, who 
has charge of the grounds at night, rushed 
up and defied the city officials to burn the 
stuff. 

“You can’t burn that here,”’ he yelled, as 
he shook his fist at Costello. “I tell you 
tou’ve got to throw it into the pit and cover 
it up.” 

While Costello was remonstrating a crowd 
of men, women and children gathered and 
many joined in the dispute. Some gave 
cheers for Murray, otfiers proposed a flank 
movement on the cans. Before anyone real- 
ized what had happened a mob was surging 
around the wagon. Policeman Haley and a 
squad of officers were summoned. 

Upon their arrival, they found Watchman 
Wall hurling epithets at the inspectors. 


“Fish’’ Himself on Scene. 

Then “ Fish” arrived from his home in 
Englewood. He telephoned to Tom Carey, 
who owns the property, and obtained hts 
consent to gO on with the bonfire. Then he 
told the peopte who had assembied where 
to “get off.” The perspiring chief poured 
ten more gallons of kerosene on the pyre 
and touched @ match to it. 

He was cheered roundly for his first big 
victory since he came into office. While his 
friends cheered the flames shot up anden- 
veloped the cans, which sizzied and popped 
for over an hour, Many of the cans shot a 
hundred feet into the air, when they ex- 
ploded.

MAKE STORE AN INFERNO.

Cut Sale Fanaties Wreck St. Joseph, 
Mo., Shop; Batter Police to Pulp. 


St. Joseph, Mo., Aug. 15.—[ Special. }]—Dish- 
pans were. cheap at a bargain sale here to- 
day, but life was cheaper. Of a thousand 
women who took a fighting chance to get the 
dishpans two are dying and half a dozen 
others’are nursing dangerous Injuries. 

Incidentally there is a department store in 
town that presents a perfect picture of ruin 
and a police force battered into a pulp. 

The women believed to have been fatally 
injured are Mrs. W. F. King, Thirteenth 
street and Grand avenue, and Mrs. William 
H. Evans, 807 Water street. 


1,000 Women Sweep Over Store. 
More than a thousand women were waiting 
when the store opened. In the first rush the 
entire front of the store was carried away, 
women plunging through the gaps where the 
windows had been as well as the doors. They 
couian’t help it, for the pressure behind swept 


them on. 

A riot call brought a large force of police- 
men, but it was unable to control the 
mob. Inside the store women fainted by the 
dozen and there was no way of getting them 
out. Others screamed out for help. 


Weak Men, Even Policemen, Helpless. 

In the street outside the jam was as bad. 
More policemen arrived, but would do noth- 
ing. A report was circulated that two women 
had died in the store. This started a panic, 
but no one could get out. The jam at the 
entrance was too great, and theré were no 
rear exits. 

An ambulance forced its way through the 
crush in the street, and a dozen medical stu- 
dents fought their way into the store. In 
half an hour, while the thermometer in the 
store registered 96°, nearly 100 women were 
carried out unconscious. 

And the sad part of the story, from the 
store owners’ point of view, is that not a 
dishpan was sold. 


Clerks and Dishpans Squashed. 

The sea of wonlén that ewept through the 
store swept over everything. Clerks, dish- 
pans, and everything else were buried, tram- 
pled on, squashed. Of the 1,000 women 900 
lost more clothes than the pfice of twenty 
dishpans will restore, and at least 100 will 
have to devote the kitchen fund of a year 
to paying for lint and plaster and doctors’ 
bills. 

And the chief of police declares that the 
next bargain sale held in St. Joseph will be 
held in a tem acre lot under the supervision 
of state troops.

Gibbons’ courts. Late in the afternoon Mr. 


Appel and Mr. Dempcy conferred at the Great 
Northern hotel over the results of their 
work. Both refused to divulge the conclu- 
sions of the investigation. 

“We cannot say what will be done,” said 
Mr. Appel. “ Mr. Dempcy and I have been 
over the ground, and will report the facts we 
have found to Attorney General Stead, who 
will arrive in Chicage tomorrow morning. 
If the attorney general should decide to take 
action he will file a bill for a receivership of 
the bank under the state banking act in one 
of the Cook county courts.” 

The state banking law provides that the 
auditor may institute receivership proceed- 
ings against any state bank the capital of 
which shall appear te have become impaired. 
It further provides that the auditor shall 
give the bank thirty days’ notice. 

Loeb Threatens a Fight. 

Jacob Loeb of counsel for Receiver Fetzer 
éeclared that a fight would be made on any 
receivership proceedings brought by the state 
authorities. The situation which would be 
created by the auditor attempting to super- 
sede an existing receivership is a new one in 
Illinois law. Attorney. Loeb has asked all 
Cook county judges to give him due notice 
of the filing of a new bill by the state au- 
thorities or others. If Mr. Stead should be- 
gin his action in any court other than Judge 
Brentano’s he will lay himself open to the 
game charge of contempt brought against 
Attorneys Newman, Levinson & Becker in 
proceedings before Judge Gibbons. 

Mr. Stead has been in Minnesota for a short 
vacation and was reported to be on his way 
to Chicago. Auditor McCullough in Spring- 
field was more positive than his subordinate 
in Chicago that Mr. Stead would take action. 

“A bill for the appointment of a receiver 
for the Milwaukee Avenue State bank will be 
filed in Cook county tomorrow,” said he. 
“Mr. Dempcy of the attorney general's office 
has gone to Chicago to prepare the bill and 
Attorney General Stead will be in Chicago 
tomorrow to institute the proceedings. The 
bill will be filed under the state banking act 
and will be based on the facts reported by 
Bank «xaminer Jones.”’ 


Cattel Opposes Second Suit. 

While the rival attorneys were consider- 
ing the latest disturbing factor in the litiga- 
tion, Archibald Cattell, newly appointed at- 
terney for the bank’s directors in place of 
* Theo@ore Stensland, deposed, was preparing 
& motion to set aside the judgment on which 
the receivership granted by Judge Gibbons 
. is Based. The motion probably will be pre- 
sented before Judge Gibbons today and will 
hold that the judgment secured by Johann 
Waage on behalf of T. T. Eide, brother-in- 
law of P. O. Stensland, is void on the grounds 
that Johann Waage had no authority tocon- 
fess judgment for the bank. 

In an interview late in the afternoon, 
* Judge Gibbons intimated that if Waage 
acted without authority, he will hald both 
the judgment and the receivership void. 

“If the attorney had no authority, the judg- 
ment is void,” said Judge Gibbons. “If he 
had authority at the time, but since that 
time has lost the authority, then it is a dif- 
ferent matter. I do not want this to appear 
like a dispute between Judge Brentano and 
myself. I look upon it simply as a question 
fm law. There is no doubt that it wfll be de- 
cided properly. I have been too long upon 
the bench for anybody to question the sin- 
eérity of my judicial conduct. 

“T do not know where the question at issue 
finally will be decided, but whether it is de- 
cided before Judge Brentano, some other, 
judge, or myself, it will be decided accord- 
ing to law.” 

“Do you feel that you have been imposed 
-upon by any misrepresentations made in 
your court?” Judge Gibbons was asked. 

“No, I can’t say that I do,” was the reply. 

Judge Brentano, who appointed Mr. Fetzer 
Peceiver, stated that the matter ‘s In statu 
quo so far as he is concerned until the at- 
torneys who secured the rival receivership 
appear before him Friday morning to show 
why they should not be punished for con- 
tempt of court. 

Directors Oust the Stenslands. 

The directors of the bank met in the office 
of Attorney Cattell in the Fort Dearborn 
building in the morning and formally re- 
pudiated Johann M. Waage as in any way 
representing the bank corporation. While 
they have from year to year retained Theo- 
dore Stensland as their attorney, they hold 
that the appointment did not extend to 
Waage because he happened to be Stens- 
land's law partner. 

Mr. Cattell was given authority to act as 
attorney for the corporation and to enter its 
appearance in the receivership litigation. 


Henry W. Hering was given a formal dis- ; 


missal from the service of the corporation, 
and the same sart of action was taken in the 
cases of P. O. Stensland, the fugitive presi- 

dent of the bank, and his son Theodore, who 
up to yesterday was attorney for the insti- 
tution. 

Joseph Lister was made president of the 
bank corporation. Elof Johnson wagelected 
vice president. Marius Kirkeby was elected 
secretary. 

According to the report of the meeting, all 
action was unanimous. 

Waage Issues a Statement. 

During the day Attorney Waage prepared 
@ voluminous statement of his side of the 
case. In the statement he said, in part: 

“On the Monday the bank was closed for 
examination I discussed the legal phase of 
the situation with Theodore Stensland, and 
we both agreed that the state auditor was the 
proper person, pending an examination by 
the examimer, to control and conserve the 
aseets of the bank. 

* Perhaps some suggestions have crept into 
the minds of the directors that if they show 
their friendliness to the alleged first receiver 
they might escape criminal prosecution and 
also, perhaps, criminal HNability for their 

connection as directors and responsible man- 
agers of the bank.”’ 

Atgorneys Newman and Levinson went 
before Judge Gibbons in the me-ning and 
Stated that they understood he wished to 

\see them. Judge Gibbons said there evident- 
ly was a misunderstanding, and that as he 
Was on his vacation anyway any matters per- 
taining to the situation might be taken up 
with Judge Patten, who is hearing emer- 
gency cases in the Circuit court. 

A bond of $500,000, signed by the American 
Surety company, was accepted from the 
Chicago Title and Trust company in the re- 

 feivership case by Clerk Joseph Huhn in the 
morning. 

Receiver Fetzer said he was bending ef- 
forte towards declaring a dividend to the 
Gepositors. 

+ "I have a force of men now,” ‘he said, 
* working over the accounts, and by Sept. 1 
I hope to declare a dividend of 20 per cent. 
I find we have $095,000 in railroad bonds 
which are immediately convertible into cash, 
and there is $780,000 in cash available. This 
renders possible the payment of one-fifth of 
the deposits at once.’’ 

Mrs. Key’s Project Halted. 

' The question of the appointmert of a re- 
ceiver for the Milwaukee Avenue Coipera- 
tive store is scheduled for argument this 
morning before Judge Bethea in the federal 
court. The fight against the appointment 
of W. C. Niblack of the Chicago Title and 
Trust company as receiver for P. O. Stens- 
land’s personal estate is due to be resumed 
before Referee in Bankruptcy Eastman.

CLEARING HOUSE TO ATD? 


Orders Its Examiner to Make In- 
vestigation of Stensland 
;}@ .Ooncern’s Books. 


Formal ones against the complicated 
receiverships in the Milwaukee avenue bank, 
failure, and against the use of the bank’s 
funds in protracted litigation werfe made 
at two meetings of depositors last night. 

One meeting adopted a resolution denounc- 
ing the methods used in the effort to close up 
the bank's affairs. This was taken bya gen- 
eral committee of the depositors who met 
at the office. of Owen T. Moses & Co., Car- 
penter street and Chicago avenue. Protests 
were also made by Italian depositors at a 
meeting held at 81 West Ohio sfreet. 

At the first named meeting, Ald. Albert W. 
Beilfuss and W. E. Dever were present. 
Others were Otto Schultz, the Rev. Casimir 
Sztucako, pastor of the Holy Trinity Catholic 
church; the Rev. Francis Gordon, fastor of 
th& St. Stanislaus Catholic church; and the 
Rev. Stanislaus Rogalski, pastor of the Bt, 
John Cantius Catholic church, ‘ 


Score Complicated System. | 

The resolutions adopted by this body de- 
nounce the course taken as a violation of 
“the principles of common decency, justice, 
and equity ’’ and call it “‘a situation which 
requires that a note of warning and of pro- 
test be sounded to prevent the perpetratidn 
of great wrongs and utter disregard of the 
rights of depositors.”’ 

“ There are some assets in the bank,” the 
resolutions continue, “‘and these should be 
considered the property of the depositors. 
Such assets should not be a prey for individ- 
uals. 

“ Serious - complications are arising by 
multiplicity of receivership proceedings and 
by other litigation. Such are expensive, and 
many of the depositors cannot afford to un- 
dergo the expense of properly safeguarding ‘ 
their legal rights im numerous court pro- 
ceedings. 


Fear Assets Will Be Dissipated. 


“ There is gravé danger of the remaining 
assets being dissipated in litigation for pur- 
poses other than justice and: speedy adjudi- 
cation. 

“To permit the failure of the bank to be a 
source of plunder will encourage discontent, 
will be injurious to business interests, and . 
will tend to spread. suspicion and disregar4 
of the laws and the courts. We therefore 
most respectfully appeal to each of the judges 
sitting in the courts of record to unite in pre- 
venting a multiplicity of receiverships and 
litigation; we appeal to every reputable law- 
yer to codperate in conserving the assets; 
and we urge the Chicago Clearing House as- 
sociation to use their best endeavors to re- 
store confidence by bringing about an equil- 
able and prompt settlement.”’ 


Italian Depositors Organize. 

A meeting ef more than 200 Italian depos- 
iters was held in Nora hall, 81 West Ohio 
street, in the evening, where an Italian de- 
positors’ association was organized. This 
association will codperate with other organ- 
izations. 

Prof. Graham Taylor and Stephen A. Mal- 
ato were the principal speakers. 

“I am one who deposited money in the 
Milwaukee Avenue State bank not because 
I believed in Stensland but because I had 
faith in ...e state of Llinois,”’ ‘said Prof. 


ylor. 
* There were many others like myself, and 
now. we must fight this out together if weare__ 
to realize anything. I believe that the poor 
depositors should have their money first.” 


Committee Is Named. 


The following committee was appointed to 
work with the previously organized deposi- 
tors’ committees: Stephen A. Malato; Dr. 
Joseph Damiani, Joseph Mancuso, Nicolo | 
Maggio, Joseph Galgano, Rocco Immundo, 
and Dr. Pietro Cutrera. 

Ald. William E. Dever told the depositors 
that he would do al! in his power to bring 
about a favorable settlement. 

A meeting of the Italian committee will be 
held in the office of Attorney Malato, 221 
Milwaukee avenue, this evening, to map out 
a plan of action. 

Another massmeeting of the Polish deposi- 
tors will be held in Walsh's hall, Noble and 
Emma streets, next Saturday afternoon. The 
Polish committee has organized itself into a 
relief committee and is soliciting subscrip- 
tions for needy depositors. 


Clearing House Will Act. 

The Clearing House association of Chicago 
has decided to take a hand in the tangled af- 
fairs of the wrecked Milwaukee Avenue State 
bank. Clearing House Bank Examiner Mc- 
Dougall has been ordered. to make a thor- 
ough examination of the conditions exist- 
ing in the looted institution and report his 
findings to the association. 

This move was decided upon yester@ay at 
the conference of the central commifteec 
representing the various depositors’ asso- 
ciations with James B. Forgan, president of 
the First National bank, and a committee 
of the Clearing House association. The 
meeting was held im the First National bank. 


Committee Appeals to Bankers. 

The committee of depositors, which was 
headed by Ald. Beilfuss, O. T. Moses, the 
Rev. Casimir Sztuczko, and Prof. Graham 
Taylor, appealed to the bankers to come to 
the aid of the 22,000 depcsitors of the looted 
bank. While the bankers gave-the commit- 
tee no definite promise to help, the members 
were much encouraged by the decisicn of the 
clearing house to make an examination of the 
bank’s affairs. | 

Examiner McDougall’s report is expected 
to be ready early next week, and another 
conference was set for next Wednesday noon,: 
when the propcesition of aiding the depositors 
will be discussed in all its phases. 

The fact that the bankers will decide the 
matter on the report of their own bank ex- 
aminer is declared to be an indication cf how 
much confidence they will place in State 
Bank Examiner Jones’ repprt. 

The bankers made it clear tothe depositors’ 
representatives that the proposition to take 
over the wrecked institution by the big banks 
and operate a reconstructéd institution under 
the control of the Clearing House association 
Was impossible. It was declared that the 
Clearing House association has no power to 
do any such thing. 


Want Good Bank in Vicinity. 

The depositors’ committee argued, however, 
that there is great necessity of a svell con- 
trolied, sound bank in the Vicinity of the 
closed bank, and that the bankers could do 
much to restore confidence among the coém- 
mercial and other depesitors in Milwaukee 
avenue by lending their aid and influence 
to a practical business proposition. 

Beside Mr. Forgan there were present \at 
the meeting Orson Smith, Byron L. Smith, 
James H. Eckels, E. A. Potter, and H. A. 
Haugan representing the banking interests. 
Among the representatives of the Gepositors 
were Ald. William E. Dever, 8. J: Napier- 
alski, M. B. Steczynski, president of the 
| Polish National alliance; and John M. Car- 
roll. wohn Anderson, publisher of Skandi- 
naven, represented the Norwegian depositors. 

At the close of the meeting a committee 
of the Polish contingent called on Receiver 
John C, Fetzer and obtained a promise from 
him that his fees shall be only reasonable. 
Mr. Fetzer assured the members that they 
had nothing to fear on that score.

According to this, while he was 
a model husband so far.as outward appear- 
ances were concerned, at the same time he 
was the associate of race gamblers and ‘ur- 
nished the money for a pool they formed. 

Ever since the failure it has been hinted and 
even stated that Hering was a racehorse 
gambler, but he passed this off with the state- 
ment that he “ occasionally played the po- 
nies.” The: police found he persistently 
“ played’' them and tijat it'was the bank’s 
money which was ‘used, the operations hav-

As evidence of this arrangement Inspector 
Shippy has secured.a cashier's check for $80, 
payable to H. W. Smith, a saloonkeeper at 
56 State street, which was cleared through 
the Hibernian bank. and which the police 
think represented a gambling debt. 

The pool's ownership of horses was revealed 
to. the police through Harry Thorpe, who ad- 
mitted buying Oxnard, Banish, and Myth for 
them.at $700 each. These horses were taken 
to New Orleans and run there. They won 
several races. Another horse, Bragg, was 
purchased by Tom Rowe. Rowe and Walter 
Franzen, the teller who, although charged 
with stealing 000 from the bank, was not 
prosecuted, took the animal to San Francisco 
and 9 Nr then retutned to Hot Springs, 
from which place they wrote for money to 
coffe back to Chieago. 


Cab Driver Also Police Witness. 


Another witness who told Inspector Ship- 
py facts relative to the darker side of Her- 
ing’s life was George Windroth, a cabdriver. 
» He said that he frequently. was employed by 
the bank cashier. Hering, said Windroth, 
was a “spénder.”” Other members of the

The fact that Paul O. Stensland knew of 
Hering’s racehorse operations was revealed 
to the police by a clerk in the bank. Accord- 
ing to this clerk, Stensland learned of the 
pool’s operations, ‘and a stormy interview be- 
tween himself and Hering ensued, but the 
bank gossip was that he subsided when, after 
telling the assistant cashier, as Hering then 
was, that he was discharged, the latter 
quietly remarked: —

AN but $25,000 of the $60,400 needed to put 
the Illinois Athletic club on its financial feet 
was subscribed yesterday at an’enthusiastic 
noonday meeting held in the hall of the 
incompleted clubhouse.

WORKMAN MURDERS BROTHER- 
IN-LAW, THEN KILLS SELF. 


Emil Berner, After Cutting Ernest 
Frasen’s Throat, Attacks His Wife, 
Seriously Wounding Her. Chases 
His Little Daughter, and Then Al- 
most Severs His Own Head from 
His Body—His Homicidal Frenzy 
Attributed to Temporary Insanity. 


Batavia was shocked yesterday by one of 
the most atrocious crimes in its history. -A 
double’ tragedy was enacted in the outskirts 
of the town when the populace was asleep. 
One man was killed and the murderer, after 
attacking and seriously wounding his wife 
and chasing his 10 year old daughter about 
the house, almost cyt off his own head with 
a razoF. 

Emil Berner, a laborer employed in the 
Cable plano factory at St- Charies, suffering 
from an attack of temporary insanity, it is 
believed, arose from his bed at 8 o'clock in 
the morning, and, seizing his razor, out the 
throat of his brother-in-law, Ernest Fresen, 
who slept in an adjoining roggja. Frazen's 
dedth was instantaneous. 

Then turning upon his wife, Berner struck 
at her and attempted to overpower her. 
She grappled with him and succeeded in ¢s- 
caping from the house. Berner next en- 
tered the adjoining room, occupied by his 
little. daughter, who had been awakened by 
the noise of his scuffle with his wife. The 
girl eluded him by running upstairs and 
hiding under a bed. 


* Ends His Own Life with Razor. 


After searching for Carl Emanuel, a board- 
er, without success, Berner returned to his 
own room and with one slash of his ragor 
almost severed his head from hig. body. He 
and Frazen were found in pools of blood by 
Policeman Anderson, who had been notified 
by Mrs. John Linn, a neighbor, to whom 
Mrs. Berner fied after she was attacked. 

Physicians doubted the recovery of Mrs. 
Berner after arriving at the house, but ata 
late hour last night they said her chances of 
recovery were good. She was cut from the 
left eye down across her face to her neck, 
and about the hands and shoulders. She 
suffered greatly from loss of blood. 

Berner had been acting strangely forafew 
days, but his wife did not believe he showed 
signs of.insanity. He had been suffering for 
a month from a nervous complaint, which is 
believed to have developed into temporary 
derangement of his mind. 


Regarded as Model Husband. 

He was known in Batavia aaa hard work- 
ing, industrious man, having saved from his 
earnings while in the employ of the Cable 
Piano company enough to pay for his house, 
which is at the extreme end of Houston ave- 
nue in the outskirts of the town. He was 
well acquainted in the suburb, and had many 
friends, who are unable to understand the 
tragedy. 

Fragen was a painter, and had lived with 
his brother-in-law for several years. They 
were the best of friends, and never were 
known to have entered into a dispute with 
each other. Frazen had developed a large 
business in Batavia and was known as one 
of its well to do citizens. He was 40 years old 
and unmarried. 

The domestic relations between Berner and 
his wife are declared by neighbors to have 
been of a model sort. Berner was particu- 
larly fond of his little daughter, who now is 
under a physician’s care, suffering from 
nervousness following her fright. 

An inquest will be held tomorrow morning, 
The funerals have been arranged for tomor. 
row afternoon. 


1,000 MEN SEEK NEGRO’S LIFE. 


Girl’s Assailant Surrounded in Swamp 
Near Greenville, 8. C., and Lynch- 
ing Is Expected. 


Greenville, 8S. C., Aug. 15.—A mob of 1,000 
men tonight surrounds Bob Davis, the negro 
who assaulted Miss Brooks at Greenwood 
yesterday and sought refuge in a swamp. 
Sheriff McCasian is with the party, but it is 
believed he will not be able to prevent a 
lynching. At 11 o'clock tonight a report wae 
received from Clinton saying that the negro 
had beén Iynchtd, but this later was denied 
over the long distance telephone. 

Drive Negroes Out of Town. 

St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 15.—[ Special. ]—Follow- 
ing a series of whippings which has precipi- 
tated a race war, negroes of Silex, six miles 
from here, are selling their property and 
fleeing. After Saturday night any negro or 
negress found in the place will be flogged. 


WOULD BAR USE OF RED CROSS. 


Its Use as Trademark by Barbers and 
Patent Medicine Manufacturers Is 
Likely to Be Prohibited. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 15.—Antiseptic 
barber shops; pharmacies and patent medi- 
cine manufacturers throughout the United 
States will be compelled to cease using the 
red cross as a trademark if the convention 
agreed upon at the recent international Red 
Cross conference in Geneva is lived up to in 
every detail by the United States. This con- 
vention provides that each of the signatory 
countries shall do all in its power to bfing 
about legislation preventing the use of the 
Red Croes insignia for any sort of commer- 
cial purpose. The United States is said to be 
the chief offender in. the miscellaneous use 
of the emblem created for the especial pur- 


pose of protection in time of war to those 
who ave caring for the sick and wounded,

Owner Cuts the Ropes on the Patrol 
Wagon, but Fails to Escape with Big 
Bag. 


YInanimate offenders are rapidly becoming 
objects of suspicion to the Chicago police.

30 TO 50 REPORTED KILLED 
IN BIG DYNAMITE EXPLOSION. 


Carload of Nitro Blows Up at Chihuahua, 
Mex.—Bystanders Killed, Windows 
Shattered for Mile Around. 


El Paso, Tex., Aug. 15.—It is reported that 
from thirty to fifty Mexican laborers and by- 
standers were killed at 4:30 o'clock this af- 
ternoon at Chihuahua, Mexico, by the explo- 
sion of a carioad of dynamite on the Mex!i- 
Central railroad. The car was being 
transferred for the Robinson mine at Santa 
Bulalia.

“TIT am satisfied that Tobias knows more 
of the death of his wife than he has told,”’ 
said Capt. Healy. “ Tobias admitted hav- 
ing quarreled with her and there is evidence 
that she was struck.” :

Mrs. Kate Karney was cut and severely in- 
jured by her husband, John Karney, at their 
house, 4149 Princeton avenue, in a fight over 
the latter’s demand for money.

KING AND KAISER 
DISCUSS POLITICS 


Rulers of Great Britain and 
Germany Meet First Time 
in Two Years. 


TWO POWERS IN ACCORD? 


: London Believes Monarchs Will 
Reach Agreement on All Pend- 
ing Disputes. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

CRONBERG, Prussia, Aug. 15.—King Ed- 
ward and Emperor William met today for the 
first time in two years, and it is believed. 
that during the day they discussed the whole 
Buropean pelitical situation. , 

The presence of Sir Charles Hardinge, per- 
manent undersecretary of the British foreign 
office, adds to the popuiar belief that King 
E@wara’s visit is not merely one of royal 
friendship. 

Nobody expects positive political arrange- 

ments, but the Cologne Gazette, which usual- 
: ly reflects the views of the foreign office, 
believes the rulers discussed fully all political 
questiens concerning Germany and Great 
Britain, besides the general position of Eu-. 
repean politics. 

A tone of sincere admiration for the king 

rvades all the leading articles. The Co- 

ogne Gazette greets him with feelings of 
sincere reverence, the National Zeitung calls 
him a practical statesman of the first rank, 
and the Neuste Nachrichten, while com- 
plaining that the king's policy has been to 
isolate Germany, pronounces him a political 


artist. 
King in Frock Coat. 


The meeting between the two rulers appar- 
ently was cordial in the extreme. The kaiser 
was ciad in the uniform of one of his regi- 
ments, including a steel helmet. King Ed- 
ward, on the contrary, wore a frock co&t 
and silk hat, having been specially asked by 
the emperor to waive the question of uni- 
form in order to be more at his ease, and also 
to emphasize the informality of the meet- 
ing. Gayly decorated automobiles conveyed 
the king and kaiser through crowds of 
echoolgiris clad in their Sunday frocks and 
carrying flags and bouquets away to Fried- 
richshof. ¥ 

After luncheon the emperor and King Ed- 
Ward conversed for an hour on the castle 
terrace. Baron Von Tscherschky, the Darm- 
stadt secretary of state, Sir Charlies Har- 
dinge and Sir Frank Lascelles were present. 
It was in this conversation that the political 
discursion is believed to have taken place. 


London Expects Much. 

LONDON, Aug. 15.—The strictest ellence 
is maintained in official circles as to the sub- 
jects to be discussed by King Ed@ward and 
Emperor Wiiliam at their meeting at Fried- 
richshof. The fact that Sir Charles Hard- 
inge is attending King Edward leads to the 
belief here that the discussion between their 
majesties wil? be of the widest range, taking 
in ‘all questions outstanding between the 
‘two countries and those likely to come up in 
the future. Germany at present is more 
@irectly interested in Persia than any other 
country, and it is belMeved here that her aim 
is to secure a port on the Persian gulf asa 
terminus for the Bagdad railway. 

“Great Britain,” said an official, ‘‘ does 
mot oppose the acquisition by Germany of a 
- @€ommercial port on the Persian gulf, but. as 
has been stated repeatedly by foreign minis- 
ters, the establishment,of a naval or military 
base on the gulf, such as Kiaochaw in China, } 
would be considered a menace to Great! 
Britain. It is a simple matter to settle. 
Though the concession of the Bagdad rail- 
way.-is held by the Germany bank, it, has 
been stated that they have not sufficient 
capital to complete it, If they should apply 
for foreign capital the question would be in 
6 position to be taken up between the two 
governments. 


Egypt Is Left Out. 

“As to the suggestion that Germany would 
@gree to settle the Egyptian question, giving 
Great Britain her own way in the Nile val- 
ley, Great Britain declines to admit ‘that 
there is any Egyptian question, and at any 
rate she could not consent to treat Egypt 
as an object of common interest with Ger- 
many, whose interests are small compared 
with those of France. 

“There seems to be nothing further open 
between the two nations, but it is likely that 
the m narchs will talk over Russian affairs, 
and ufidoeubtedly they will try to remove the 
iil feeling between the two peoples, so mani- 
fest for the last few years. 

“Before it’ was known that Sir Charles 
Hardinge was accompanying the king it was 
felt that his majesty’s visit to Emperor Will- 
jam was simply one cf frfendship and made 
with the hope of establishing a better fee}- 
ing, but the presence of the under secretary 
makes it evident that more important ques- 
A4ions will come up at the meeting.”’ 


POPE’S LETTER STIRS FRANCE. 


Encyclical on Church and State Law In- 
terpreted as Leaving Bishops 
Free to Act. 


PARIS, Aug. 15.—The pope’s encyclical to 
the French archbishops and bishops regard- 
ing the separation law continues to be the 
topic here of absorbing interest: but the 
@iscussion is largely problematical, as the 
law not taking effect until December gives 
ample time for reflection. 

The pope’s intention is regarded in govern- 
ment circles as leaving the bishops free to 
act in the way which to them seems best, 
without exciting a violent conflict between 
the civil and religious powers. The pope, 
they contend, by his repeated references to 
the rejection of the associations provided 
for by the law, entertained the afterthought 
that the government might possibly by 
means of negotiations be induced to assent ¢o 
the formation of associations which, while 
carrying out the spirit of the law, would 
recognize the divine conetitution of th- 
church, the unchangeable rights of the pon- 
tiff and the heirarchy’s complete control of 
sacred edifices. 

However, this hypothesis, if true, ‘has not, 
according to the semi-official view, any great 

hance of realization, such a project being 

onsidered acceptable by the government, 
hich regards the law as it exists as inca- 
= pable of modification.

BUENOS AYRES, Aug. 15.—At the official! 
banquet given at the government house by 
President Alcorta in honor of Secretary 
Root, to which the diplomatic corps and high 
officers of state only were invited, the sec- 
retary last @vening made the best appre- 
clated speech he has delivered while on his 
tour. 

Mr. Root said: 

“ We inherft the right to be interested in 
the Argentine republic and to be proud of the 
Argentine people... From the time when Ben- 
jamin Rush was fighting, from the day when 
James Monroe threw down the gauntlet of 
a weak republic, we were then in defense of 
its independence and rights, and from that 
day to this the interest and the friendship of 
the people of the United States for the Ar- 
gentine republic never have changed, 


No Political Issues Exist. 


“We rejoice in your prosperity. We are 
proud of your achievements. We feel that 
you are justifying our faith in free govern- 
ment and self-government, that you are 
maintaining 4ur great thesis which demands 
the possession, the enjoyment and the con- 
trol of the earth to the people who inhabit 
it. So hew can the people of the United 
States help feeling a friendship and sympa- 
thy for the people of Argentina? There are 
no political questions at issue between Ar- 
gentina and the United States. There is no 
thought of grievance by one against the 
other. We can rejoiee in each other's pros- 
perity. We can assist in each other's devel- 
opment. 


Urges Closer Acquaintance. 


“That we shall know each other better I 
should be glad that the people of the Argen- 
tine republic might know the feeling with 
which the people of the United States are 
their friends, as I know the people of the 
Argentine republic are friends of the United 
States. 

“We make no alliances, but we make an 
alliance with all our sisters in sentiment and 
feeling, in the pursuit of liberty and justice, 
in mutual helpfulmess.”’ . 

President Alcorta made an address in which 
he indorsed the Monroe doctrine. 


SHOWS ERRORS OF ANTIETAM. 


Gen. Ian Hamfiton in Criticism of Re- 
production in England Discusses 
Great American Fight. 


LONDON, Aug. 15.—Lieut. Gen. Ian Ham- 
iiton, the umpire in the reproduction of the 


the British army maneuvers on Salisbury 
plain Aug. 9, in a technical report of the oper- 
ations notes the remarkable similarity be- 
tween the terrain of Salisbury plain and the 
seene of the great conflict of the American 
civil war. He s&ys the range of modern 
weapons and the difference in the conforma- 
tion of the ground forced Brig. Gen. Allenby, 
who commanded the British force represent- 
ing the army of Gen. Robert E. Lee, to take 
a position almost resting on the river. 

In some ways, the umpire says, Allenby’s 
position was infinitely more dangerous than 
that which Lee, with all his boldness, actual!l- 
ly occupied, because it was so difficult to 
withdraw-from. Behind his Sharpsburg po- 
sition Lee had excellent communications, 
which enabled hint to move his reserves in 
comparative safety. On the other hand, his 
flank was so close to Antietam that the north- 
ern gunners posted oh the left bank of that 
stream were able to rake it, and the angle 
which his left made with the center offered 
a much more dangerous salient than that 
which Allenby included in his defenee. 

Gen. Hamilton draws attention to the great 
difficulty in deciding how far counter attacks 
are to be pushed, and says that manifestly 
if anything can be arranged to draw them on 
far enough a well timed movement at an- 
other point will cause destruction to the 
counter attack and position in the capture 
of the worke. 

Im this connection he compares one of the 
Salisbury movements to the fortuitous ar- 
rival of Smith's division after the repulse of 
Sedgwick’s division at Sharpsburg. Gen. 
Hamilton says McLaws carried his attack 
too far, and it lost cohesion owing to broken 
ground, and when he was suddenly con- 
fronted by Smith’s division he was thrown 
back im confusion, the northern forces thus 
regaining the footing they had previously 
lost in the west wood.

The investigation into the attempt on the 
life of the Grand Duke Nicholas on Aug. 10 
at the guards’ camp maneuvers at Krasnoye- 
Selo has developed that ball cartridges were 
used in ninety-six rifles of the sharpshoot- 
ers. The Krasnoye-Selo incident was pre- 
ceded earlier in the week by two sensational 
occurrences directly due tadisloyalty among 
the troops. Some men of the White sea reg- 
iment fired at one-of their officers from am- 
bush, and a sergeant of the Onierski regi- 
ment, who evidently had become aware that 
plotting was taking place among the men, 
was killed. 

It turns out that the police, made a mistake 
when they presumed they’.had captured 
Capt. Kock, commander‘of the Red guards 
of Finland. The captain is now in Chris- 
tiania, Norway, whence he writes that he 
escaped disguised as a cab driver, and actu- 
ally drove two detectives who were search- 
ing for him. 


American Arrested; Released. 


Prof. George H. Blakeslee of Clark uni- 
versity, Worcester, Mass., who was accom- 
panied by M. N. Lubesky, a newspaper man, 
was arrested near Volokamsk yesterday asa 
suspicious character, although he had a 
certificate of identity from the merican 
consul general, Mr. Smith of Moscow. . 

Prof. Blakeslee was on the point of being 
sent to Volokamsk when he was released by 
order of the governor general at the request 
of Consul Smith; who in the meantime had 
bee napprised by telegraph of the situation. 

Prof. Biakeslee is one of a number of Amer- 
icans traveling in Russia, studying the po- 
litical, social, and economic conditions. 


TROOPS TOO LATE; FIRE RAGES. 


Five Hundred Houses Destroyed Fol- 
lowing Crash Between Greeks and 
Bulgarians at Ahiolu. 


SOFIA, Aug. 15.—It is alleged that the 
primary cause of the fighting at Ahiolu on 
Aug. 12 was the conduct of Greeks in trying 
forcibly to prevent a Bulgarian meeting 
there.-. The Bulgarians returned to their 
villages, procured arms and then attack«d 
the Greeks, who were forced to withdraw 
and barricade themselves within their 
church. Troops summoned from a distance 
of twenty-three miles arrived too late, the 
fires which had been started having already 
spread all over the town. Five hundred 
houses were destroyed. 


Former Treasurer Will Settle. 
Topeka, Kas., Aug. 15.—Frank E. Grimes, former 
state treasurer, today stated he was willing to pay 
$7,000 into the state treasury and compromise the 
charges in the experts’ report of an alleged short- 
age.

Tells Bryan to Keep Hands Off. 

“Democracy stands for heme rule in party 
as well as public affairs,"" Mr. Sullivan's let- 
ter began; which was another way of saying 
Bryan ought to keep his hands off Illinois 
politics. “It governs itself by city, town, 
county, state and national conventions. It 
recognizes no dictator, no matter what the 
name of the would-be dictator.

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SUBS ROOSEVELT AGAIN 


PERRY BELMONT FEELS CERTAIN 
PRESIDENT WILL MAKE RACE. 


Points Out That Recent Appointments 
Tend toe Strengthen Hands of the 
Executive in New York for Third 
Term Nomination, Control of Next 
President, er Election as Senator 
from Empire State—Praises Bryan’s 
Honesty of Purpose.

PARIS, Aug. 15.—Perry Belmont, who has 
just arrived in Paris, expressed himself as 
certain that President Roosevelt would op- 
pose Bryan in the next presidential race. 
Belmont said today: 

“Political power is not easily obtafhed nor 
willingly relinquished. During the last ses- 
sion of congress Roosevelt was not only en- 
ergetically exercising the functions of his 
great office, but was acting senator from 
New York during the disabilities of the New 
York senators. 

“Roosevelt certainly will be a candidate 
again for the presidency, or, failing in that, 
will endeavor to bring about the nomination 
of some western republican of his own se- 
lection. 

“Everyone familiar with New York state 
‘politics is aware that ‘he is laying plans al- 
ready to capture the New York senatorship 
should he not be a candidate for the presi- 
dency. His new réle would then be United 
States senator from New York and acting 
president. 

Appointments to Aid Himself. 

“Twenty-three diplomatic appointments 
from the state of New York alone out ofa 
total of little more than 100, and his present 
activity in behalf of New York congressional 
candidates in the approaching election, are 
proofs of the president's desire to retain con- 
trol of the republican machinein New York. 

“His most recent use of the appointing 
power at the expense of our diplomatic serv- 
tice’ was the cavalier manner in which the 
Austrian government was treated to a sudden 
change of ambassadors in order that a place 
might be made for the proprietor of a New 
York republican newspaper. 

“ His constant political conferences at 
Oyster Bay with New York republicans are 
of themselves sufficient evidence of the presl- 
dent’s active participation in the politics of 
the state. 

“Tt is no longer a secret that President 
Roosevelt will éither be a candidate for re- 
nomination or for one of the practically un- 
occupied places in the United States senate 
from the state of New York should the legis- 
lature of that state remain in republican 
control.”

Belmont had an interview with Bryan just 
before the latter’s departure. Asked why 
so many gold democrats favored Bryan now, 
when they opposed him in 1896 and’ 1900, he 
said:

the National league, from forfeiting the 
game to Chicago. 

Papers in the case were served on Secretary 
Willams of the Chicago club in Brooklyn 


on Monday and yesterday were turned over 


to President Murphy. 


Papers Filed Are Evasive. 

The New York club simply states in its 
suit that the umpires failed te appear at the 
Polo grounds, and that the Chicago ball 
club refused to play with players as um- 
pires. It conceals by omission the fact that 
Brush himself and his manager, McGraw, 
barred the umpires from the Polo grounds 
and refused to permit them to enter. 

The Chicago ball club, it Is stated, will at 
once enter suit against. the New York ball 
club for $5,000 damages and further com- 
plicate the case in the civil courts. 

It is believed that President Pulliam will 
convene the directors of the National league 
at once and urge the suspension or the for- 
feiture of the charter of the New York ball 
club, 

f Pulliam Goes this, as it is believed he 
will, there is small doubt the National league 
will support Brush, because it is practically 
certain Brush and his syndicate control 
enough clubs in the National to win a ma- 
jority of the votes. 

As to the suit In the civil courts, which was 
filed by De Lancey Nicoll, attorney for the 
New York ball club and a director in that 
club, it is believed it is a last effort of Brush 
and McGraw to square themselves with the 
imbittered New York fans. 

Possibly Brush will push the case and use 
Freedman’s Tammany hall pull to get a ver- 
dict. Freedman is a power in New York 
poltics, and might control such a verdict. 

If Brush wins the case he again will be In 
position to appoint the umpires or let his 
own players umpire the games on the Polo 
grounds, ard perhaps win the pennant, al- 
though this is not believed possible. 


Means Renewal of Old Fight. 

The sult means the renewal of the bitter 
clashes between the National league and the 
New York club which were settled a few 
years ago by the complete surrender of the 
league to Freedman, who, after almost 
wrecking the league financially by killing 
the game in New York, finally secured his 
own way and has controlled, either in per- 
son or through his representative, Brush, 
ever since. 

The Freedman-Hermann-Brush combine's 
power in the other elubs of the National 
league may now be made to show itself. Pos- 
sibly the intricacies of syndicate ownership 
of National league clubs will be brought out.

ATTEL GETS DECISION OVER 
CARSEY AT GRAND RAPIDS. 


Crowd Dissents from Referee Siler’s 
Verdict, Which Is Based on Chicago 
Boy’s Tendency to Use Open Hand. 


{BY GBHORGE SILER.) 


Grand Rapids, Mich., Aug. 15.—[{Special.]— 
Abe Attel won the decision over Frank 
Carsey tonight at the end of the fifteenth 
round. The referee's decision did not meet 
with the approval of the crowd, whicna 
thought Frank entitled toa draw. 

The Chicagoan put up a good battle from 
the spectator’s viewpoint, and in the opinion 
of many had the final round by a city block. 

Carsey made a grand showing in that ses- 
sion, as he also did in a number of the early 
rounds, but a majority of his left hand blowg 
and also his right hand blows were delivered 
with the open hand, and In the estimation of 
the referee did not count. His open hand 
blows made resounding whacks on Abe’s 
anatomy and naturally the crowd thought 
them effective. 

Frank made an excellent showing consid- 
ering the boy he went against, and had he de- 
livered with a closed glove he would have re- 
ceived an eyen. break. He was the under dog. 
and the crowd cheered every blow he landed. 
But it overlooked Attel’s clever hitting, 
blocking; and ring generalship. 

Abe found it difficult to locate Carsey’s 
head in the early part of the fight and was 
unable to shift his head away from Frank’s 
right open hand slaps. Attel gauged these 
right hand deliveries in the fifth round, after 
which a majority of Carsey’s overhand slaps 
circled the little Jew’s head. The latter expe- 
rienced no difficulty in connecting left and 
right on Carsey’s body and slipped his head 
under Frank's left arm to escape the re- 
turn. 

Frank’s supporters were cheerful during 
the first nine rounds, but were silent from the 
tenth to the fifteenth, during which Abe 
landed at will. Carsey failed to land a blow 
in the tenth session, connected with two just 
before the gong in the eleventh, and did not 
land six clean hits in the twelfth, thirteenth, 
and fourteenth. The crowd, however, over- 
looked Attel’s clever work in these sessions. 
In fact, it seemed blind throughout the con- 
test to whatever Abe did. It was given a 
chance to yell itself hoarse in the final round 
by Carsey’s fast. but open hand hitting, and 
then yelled itself into a frenzy when the ref- 
eree awarded the fight to Attel. 

Attel scored the only knockdown, a right 
to the jaw, but Frank did not take the count. 
The boys fought at 124 pounds, weigh in at 
G6 o’clock. Both were under weight. 

Ore thousand people sat under the huge 
tent where the contest was held.

hands, stood like a rock with Thomas at 
Chickamauga, swarmed up the heights of 
Lookout Mountain, and marched with Sher- 
gan to the sea.

The other death was that of Col. Charles 
W. Keeting of New Orleans, for the last ten 
years commander of the joint departments 
of Louisiana and Mississippi, and who head- 
ed their division in the parade today. He 
Was overcome by the heat and exhaustion 
and died an hour after reaching the hospital. 

The total casualties of the week to date 
are: Five deaths, eight injured, and forty- 
six prostrations.

KHRPS A DIVORCE THREAT 


Wife, Who Was Refused a Decree 
Three Years Ago, Brings Another 
Action, Charging Abandonment and 
Non-Support—0ld Charges of Poker 
Playing by Both Parties Likely to 
Be Revived at Trial—Mrs. Charlotte 
Jenny Freed from Spouse. — 


After three years of waiting, Mre. Grace 
Jones is showing that her statement that 
“she would not be satisfied until she had an 
absolute divorce from her husband,” Fred 
E. R. Jones, Chicago manager for the Lon- 
don, Liverpool and Globe Insurance com- 
pany, wae no idle threat. 

Mre. Jones once more applied for a decree 
of divorce in the Superior court yesterday 
afternoon, again bringing up the charges 
and counter charges that were made when 
the case was heard in Judge Baker's court 
in 1908, Both husband and wife then charged 
each other with using too much time playing 
poker. Mrs. Jones then charged her hus- 
band with deserting her. She now repeats 
that charge. 


Will Try Till She Succeeds. 

“ T'll just go on trying to a divorce from 
him until I succeed,”’ she said in 1908 when 
Judge Baker held that the charges against 
her husband were of too flimsy a nature to 
grant a divorce. 

“ But he played poker,” insisted Mrs. Jones. 
And to substantiate her statement she 
brought many witnesses living in the vicinity 
of her home, 1256 Wilcox avenue, into court. 

“You ought to know How fond my wife 
is of mysterious walks after dark, from 
which I am excluded,”” was the cross charge 
made by Mr. Jones. “ You ought to know 
how wise she is when she gets a poker hand 
dealt to her."’ 

“ Since May 12, 1902, my husband has re- 


| fused to support me or contribute in any way 


to my support,"’ recites Mrs. Jones in her 
new bill. 

When the case comes to trial all of the old 
stories are expected to be retold, the charges

prevented. 


More Inspectors Favored. 

The executive favored the appointment of 
more inspectors in the packing houses and 
in other industrial lines, and expressed a be- 
lief that the next legislature will provide for 
the appointment of a sufficient number of 
men to take charge of the matter. This 
move he considered essential in order that 
American goods may be given greater recog- 
nition by foreign countries and bring them 
to a higher state of excellence.

Government Finds Evidence Sufficient 
to Reopen Indianapolis Inves- 
tigation. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 15.—[Special. ]— 
The government has decided to begin adudj- 
tional prosecutions of the Standard Oil com- 
pany at Indianapolis. 

Some time ago the different district attor- 
neys came here to discuss with Attorney 
General Moody the prospect of successful 
prosecutions of the oll monopoly tm their d@is- 
tricts.

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THE PUBLIC HEALTH. 

The members of the National Poultry and 

Game association, which met in this city 

‘on Tuesday, are in favor of pure food legis- 
lation. So is everybody. Nobody is heard 
asserting that there is a constitutional right 
to sell impure food. But when it is a ques- 
tion as to the precise kind of pure food leg- 
islation that shall be enacted there is a wide 
difference of opinion between the men who 
bandle foodstuffs and those whose duty it is 
to protect the health of ‘the community 
against impure food. 

Of recent years the cold storage business 
has grown to enormous proportions. The 
utility of the Wusiness is unquestionable. 
Thanks to it certain foodstuffs can be had 
for reasonable prices at all seasons of the 
year. There is no longer a giut succeeded by 
a famine. Producers are not compelled to 
throw all their poultry or eggs on the market 


at one time and accept inadequate returns. }. 


A stability of supply and price is secured. 
Sometimes articles of food are kept ip cold 
storage so long that they become unwhole- 
some or innutritious. Sometimes they are 
pot in the best condition when put in cold 
storage. As the owners of the foodstuffs 
are apt to be slightly biased in favor of their 
wholesomeness it is desirable that the in- 
terests of consumers should be looked after 
' by some impartial official representing the 
That is why efforts are being made 
in Chicago and: other large cities to secure 
ordinances for the regulation of cold storage 
e plants'and the inspection of their contents. 
_“* Ashas been said the National Poultry and 
Game association favors pure food legis 
‘lation, but it is opposed:to the kind of legis- 
: Jation regarding cold storage which health 
Officers are urging. The members of the as- 
Sociation seem to take the position which 
#0 many others interested in the manufac- 
tare or sale of foodstuffs have taken, that 
they are.“ practical.men” and that those 
who are asking for rigid regulation are 
“ cranks ” and “ theorists,” who are making 
war on business interests. 

AW the men who fight regulations designed 
te protect the public health against impure 
food are fighting against a rising tide which 
will overwhelm them. They can delay leg- 
islation and palm off a lot of trash on the 
public in the meantime, but they cannot de- 
feat it. 

Usually the public has more respect for 
the opinions of “practical men” than of 
“theorists,” but that does not hold good 
when the wholesomeness of food is con- 
cerned. The public thinks the latter are dis- 
interested and the former not. It approves 
of the legislation the “ theorists” fayor— 
legislation which will protect it. against 
bacilli; microbes, -ptomaines, and other 
enemies that are all the more dreaded be- 
eause they are invisible. The Nationa! 
Poultry and Game association cannot avert 
the impending regulation of the cold storage 
establishments. 


THE BISHOPS’ DILEMMA. 

The Catholic church in France mey, 
take on an apostolic simplicity before long if 
the government does not recede from its 
position in regard to ecclesiastica] prop- 
erty. The law requires church property 
to be held by lay boards of trustees, as is 
dene in America among the Protestants. 
The pope has just issued a letter forbid- 
Ging the bishops to consent to any such 
arrangement. He demands that 
vights of the Roman pontiff and the bish- 


eps over the temporal property of che 


e@burch be recognized as supreme and im- 
muitable, and until these rights are irre- 
vocably protected by modifications in the 
present law regarding cultural associa- 
tions he forbids the formation of such as- 
sociations. 

Now, the bishops have a certain time 
fixed within which voluntary organiza- 
' tions must be formed in the different par- 
fishes to take over as trustees all church 
property, both that persona! property 
which was listed last year and the real 
estate. If no association conforming to 
the law appears before the expiration of 
the allotted time the property—churches 
included—is forfelted to the state. The 
pope’s letter means that just this will 
happen. The property of the church will be 
_ dost, and it will be again as it wasin the days 
of the first apostles, without wealth and even, 
without “shelter. No doubt the ecclesi- 
astical authorities are convinced that the 
French government will not allow mat-

and the government will be compelled to

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LEGISLATIVE NOMINATIONS. 

As long as winority | representation 
lasts party organizations cannot be per- 
suaded or forced to nominate more candi- 
dates for the house than they hope to be 
able to elect. They have been unduly 
cautious at times in some districts. It 
has turned ont that they had the votes 
to elect-two representatives instead of 
one. On the other hand, where they have 
tried to spread their butter over too much 
bread they have lost members. A third 
party mean—a granger or a socialist— 
has developed unexpected strength and 
earried off seats they might have had if 
they had not tried to get too much. 

Regard for party interests has induced: 
the politicians to play a safe game in the 
matter of nominations, That has been 
unfortunate for the voters, for it has 
given them a small instead of a large field 
of candidates to pick from. Where one 
party nominates two men and the other 
one, voters can do-nothing but elect the 
men tendered them by the conventions, no 
matter how objectionable they may be, 
unless third-party candidates come for- 
ward. Efforts to induce party leddere to 
nominate more and better men for the. 
legislature are deserving of praise. 

But a senatorial convention cannot be 
compelled to nominate three or two; men 
when it deems it politically expedient to 
nominate only one. The courts cannot 
force it to nominate when it does not 
choose to, and no election officer has the 
right to put on the official ballot in the 
party column the name of some person he 
thinks it ought to have nominated but did 
not. Nor has the legislature absolute and 
unlimited power over those voluntary or- 
ganizations known as: political parties. It 
ean regulate their methods of making 


: 


nominations but cannot force them to 
make nominations. 


It can no more say to 
republicans or democrats than to probibi- 
tionists .or socialists ‘that they shall nom- 
inate three representatives in every sena- 
torial district. 

While minority representation is in 
force the voters will have to put up with 
certain inevitable consequences. When- 
ever they see fit to amend it out of the 
constitution they can have a mode of 
election under which each of the regular 
parties woukl nominate a full quota of 
legislative candidates. If there were 
three members to be elected each party 
would nominate three, and in most dis- 
tricts one party would elect its three. No 
independent or third party candidate 
could muster enough votes to get elected. 
That would be a great relief to the poll- 
ticians of the regular parties, who dislike 
the uncertainty of the minority system. 


THE HARMONY BELL. 


There is a touch of sentiment in the propo- 
sition from Atlanta that funds be raised 
from the various associations of veterans, 
north and south, for the purchase of a “ har- 
mony bell” to be hung in'a tower in Wash- 
ington, and to be rung each year on the 
fourth of July in jubilation over a united 
nation. There is no doubt that the senti- 
ment will appeal to many, although the fate 
of the bell, which was cast as a new memo- 
rial of libérty, is not to be forgotten. There 
is one bell in the United States for which 
there will efer be reverent regard, although 
its cracked voice may never again be heard 
proclaiming liberty throughout the land and 
to the inhabitants thereof. Whether any 
other bell could be given a like place in the 
hearts of the people is doubtful. But the 
sentiment which is behind the Atlanta plan 
is worthy of commendation. 

As a matter of fact the harmony bell has 
been ringing fora generation. In the famous 
old Bruton parish church, in the ancient 
capital of Virginia, there was a bell in whose 
casting Queen Anne was said to have been 
90 greatly.interested that she threw some 
of her ornaments into the molten matter 
from which the bell was to come, and long 
afterwards people used to say that, as the 
notes pealed forth from the tower far across 
the sea from the land of the queen, they 
seemed to have a royal silver chime. If the 
harmony bell of the nation could reveal its 
composite elements it would tell of contribu- 
tions from many a source during the years 
since the close of the war rung out “the 
ancient forms of party strife.” 

The first note of harmony was sounded 
by four long years of bloody strife. For 
from Bull Run to Appomattox there was a 
steady development of that mutual respect 
which must be the basis of all harmony. 
The union soldier found that he could not 
whip five rebels and the confederate soldier 
discovered the fighting qualities in the 
Yankees whom he at first despised. When 
the great commander gave expression to 
his heartfelt hope for harmony in those 
famous words, “ Let us have peace,” it was 
with the most profound respect for the one 
whose sword had been tendered him and 
for the thousands who had sacrificed their 
all for the cause in which they had believed. 
The bitterness of the day forgotten, it was 
easy to recognize the military skill of Lee, 
the masterly qualities of Jackson, the heroic 
daring of Pickett as worthy of equal praise 
with the achievements of Grant and Sher- 
man and Sheridan. 

This mutual respect was followed by bet- 
ter acquaintance. The railroads reached out 
and bound the sections with their links of 
steel. Travel brought understanding of 
conditions, a thing greatly helped by the 
development of the large hotels of the south 
with their many attractions for winter tour- 
ists. Thousands of southern students found 
their way north for the best educational! ad- 
vantages. Other thousands of northern folk 
visited the south for investment or for pleas- 
ure. With mutual respect and mutaal ac- 
quaintance as dominant factors, harmony 
was bound to come, If a bell can add to its 
enduring character, let the bell peal forth its 
note of praise. But, without the bell, every 
etizen of the land will use his influence for. 
ever for that “union of states none can 
sever.” 


THE LABORING MAN’S PROSPERITY. 


The abundant prosperity of the United 
States at present is usually illustrated by 
citation of instances of the increasing wealth 
of capitalists. The rich men who have large 
invested interests are known to be growing 
richer fast. Large dividends are. being de- 
clared, the railroads are so overwhelmed 
with business that they cannot get cars 
enough to haul the offered freight or helpers 
enough to handle what they can haul. Build- 
ings are going uponevery hand. Structures 
of respectable appearance which by no 
means bave outlived their usefulness are 
pulled down for larger and better ones. 
Banks make good showings and thegfarmers 
cannot take care of the generous crops which 
the year bas brought. But these things, 


when looked at superficially, show pros- 


sats for a cieal wealth and not for the | 


common people.

same in the two years, that 6.3 percent more. 


persons were employed in the last year 
than in the previous one, that the average 
weekly earnings of the laborer were 1.6 per 
cent higher forthe same number of hours a 
week, and finally that the purchasing power 
of hourly wages and weekly earnings as 
well, measured by the average prices of 
thirty articles of food, wae 1 per cent higher 
ir 1905 than in 1004. 

Every one of these points is favorable to 
the prosperity of the laboring man, Since 


the close of the period discussed by the re-, 


port the conditions have not changed ma- 
terially. There has been no dropping back, 
at least. There has been plenty of steady 
employment, and recent reports of condi- 
tions in the markets seem to show an added . 
percentage in favor of the purchasing power 
of money in 1906 as compared with condi- 
tions prevailing in 1905. The testimony of. 
the eye and of common report therefore 
seem to be substantiated by the only figures 
available, showing that the era of pros- 
perity for the capitalist is one of advantage 
to the laborer also, and that there is every 
reason for congratulation upon the mutual 
comfort which these two sometimes dis- 
cordant interests of capital and labor are en- | 
joying. <A prosperity which means the ele- 
vation of the few at the expense of the 
many is fictitious. A prosperity which is 
shared by all is occasion for great national 
rejoicing.

It is hardly necessary to add that in view 
of Lord Curzon's so recent bereavement he 
will not accept any entertainments organ- 
ized in his. honor, It is known,’ however, 
that he intends to visit while here the head- 


quarters of those American missions which 


do so much good work in India and in Arabia, 
not so much in the proselytizing way as in 
caring for the natives in times of plague, 
pestilence, and famine. They. are the one 
class of missionaries which English and na- 
tive officials, irrespective of, creed or denom- 
ination, value for their usefulness, and Lord 
Curzon while viceroy repeatedly took occa- 
sion to pay public tributes to their self-sac- 
Fificing endeavors, and bestowed upon sev- 
eral of them the tag of the Kaisr-i-Hind. 


The flag of France which the duke of Mari- 
borough's steward presented Monday morn- 
ing last, in the name of his master, at Wind- 
sor castle to Lord Esher, its deputy consta- 
bile, is not the tri-color with which we have 
become familiar as the national colors of 
France, but a representation of the flag such 
as it was in the days of the battle of Blen- 
heim—that is to say, gold fleurs de lys, em- 
broidered on a white satin ground. Of 
course the flag is a miniature one, and in the 
upper corner is embroidered in gold the year 
* 1906."" It represents the rent of the Bien- 
heim palace estate, which is held by the 
dukes of Marlborough from the crown, by 
the tenure known as petty serjeanty. By 
the terms‘of the grant this fag must be pre- 
sented by the duke of Marlborough, or by his 
representative, at Windsor castle each year 
on the anniversary of the -battle of Blen- 
heim, before 12 o'clock, failing. which the 
palace and estate revert to the crown and 
pass out of the possession of the duke of 
Marlborough and of his family. 

Each year, on the presentation, the flag is 
placed in the guardroom of Windsor castle, 
over Sevier’s bust of the first duke of Mari- 
borough. And on Monday last that of the 
preceding year, bearing the date of 1905, was 
removed to the royal library, where it was 
crossed with the one of 1904 behind the bust 
of Queen Anne in what is known as Queen 
Anne’s tearoom, where she is said to have 
received news of the victory, and one of the 
captured French flags from the hands of 
Col. Parke, A. D. C. to the duke, and who had 
been dispatched by the latter at once after 
the close of the battle to announce the vic- 
tory to his sovereign. The flag of 1003, 
which was removed in order to maké way 
for that of 1904, became last Monday the per- 
quisite of Lord Esher, in his capacity as 
deputy constable of Windsor castle.

France is about to create a new order of 
knighthood, which Is to be called the Order 
of Merit, and to consist, like the Legion of 
Honor, of five classes—namely: Grand 
crosses, grand officers, commanders, officers, 
and chevaliers. The ribbon is to be blue and 
the cross will be simpler thaw that of the 
Legion of Honor, owing to the absence of the 
laurel leaves encircling the branches of the 
cross. It is destined to reward Frenchmen 
and foreigners who have deserved well of 
the departments of foreign affairs and of 
colonies. 

At the present moment the French govern- 
me which is bopnd by law not to increase 
the Rumber of knights of the Legion of Hon- 
or ond a certain statutory figure, is 
obliged to mage use,of the orders of its vas- 
sal sovereigns, such as those of the bey of 
Tu afd of the rulers of Annam, Cam- 
bodgia, etc., in order to reward military, 
naval, and civilian services in the colonies 
and abroad. Of course these orders, being 
conferred by the French government 
through the grand chancellor and coune!i! of 
the Legion of Honor, are essentially French 
government distinctions. In fact, the sov- 
ereigns to whom these orders nominally be- 
long Cannot confer them without the sanc- 
tion of the French government. But it fs 
felt that France should have an order of 
its own to recognize services now rewarded 
by these Tunisian and Cochin-Chinese dis- 
tinctions, and that is why the new order of 
Merit is being created. It is by no means im- 
probable that it may be. conferred upon all 
the holders of the so-called colonial orders 
in substitution for the latter. 

a 

Of entirely French orders France has now 
only three—namely: the order of the Legion 
of Honor, the ribbon of which is red; the 
order of Public Instruction and of the Acad- 
emy, the ribbon of which is violet; and the 
order of Agricultural Merit, with a green 
ribbon, popularly known as the ‘ Ordre du 
Poireau ” (the Order of the Leek), in memory 
of its founder, Premier Meline, the protec- 
tionist, whose abnormally long neck and 
queer shaped head won for him the nickname 
of Poireau, or the Leek. The order of Merit 
will be the fourth. 

Perhaps I should have added the order of 
the Medalille Militaire, which is conferred 
upon noncommissioned officers and privates 
for acts of conspicuous gallantry, for which 
it is impossible to grant them the Legion of 
Honor. It is also bestowed upon generals 
who have commanded armies in the field, 
and by them is valued as an even still higher 
distinction than the Legion of Honor. 

France formerly had four other orders— 
namely: The order of the Holy Ghost, which 
was the French equivalent of the English 
order of the Garter; the order of St. Louis, 
which was a thoroughly military order; and 
the minor orders of St. Michael and of St. 
Hubert. These orders passed out of exist- 
ence with the abdication of King Charles X. 
in 1880 and with the overthrow of the senior 
line of the Bourbons. The last surviving 
knight of the Holy Ghost was King Louis 
Philippe’s son, the old Duc de Nemours, who 
died just ten year> ago. True, the present 
duke of Orleans ad the audacity to don it 
on the occasion or the marriage of his sister 
to the duke of Aosta, on the pretext that he 
was, de jure, if not de facto, king of France, 
as the heir of King Charles X., a pretension 
which is disputed. But he encountered so 
much opposition on the part of his older rel- 
atives and so much ridicule from the public 
that he has never ventured to repeat the ex- 
periment. 

> 

French and English newspapers, in record- 
ing the death of the old duchess of Cadore 
in Paris, make an odd mistake in describing 
her as the widow of the third duke. She is 
the widow of the fifth duke, and with her 
demise there disappears a name and a ducal 
dignity that figured largely in the history of 
the early part of the last century. The first 
duke was Jean de Champagny, who was 
minister of foreign affairs to the Emperor 
Napoleon, in succession to the great Talley- 
rand, and who negotiated the treaty of mar- 
riage between Emperor Napoleon and Marie 
Louise of Austria. 

The second duke was his eldest son, Louis, 
who died in 1870, leaving an only son, the 
third duke. The latter served in the navy 
as captain, and was also minister plenipo- 
tentiary of France at Munich. He died in 
January, 1882, and thereupon his uncle, 
Francis, became fourth duke of Cadore. He 
was a member of the academy and a dis- 
tinguished author. He had an only daugh- 
ter, Blandine, who is deaf and dumb, and 
who is married to the deaf and dumb Count 
de la Forest de Divonne, and on his death 
three months after becoming duke was suc- 
ceeded by his younger brother; Jerome, as 
fifth duke. It is this nobleman's widow who 


has just died.

The first performance of “The Senator’s 
Vindication” at the Grand last evening 
brought into public notice another Chicagoan 
who is am aspirant for honors in the play 
writing profession. In this, his maiden effort, 
Mr. Hunting gives promise of achieving suc- 
cess later on. He writes in an easy, grace- 
ful and at times forceful style. He cannot 
be accused of plagiarism, for he has en- 
deavored to get away from time honored 
devices and has written a drama that is 
original fn its general theme and the treat- 
ment thereof. 

However, there are many technicalities of 
dramatic construction which Mr. Hunting 
has yet to master. He seems to have had 
difficulty in arranging the entrancesand exits 
of his characters. They usually are intro- 
duced in a sort of haphazard way and are dis- 
pensed with without sufficient excuse. The 
dramatist has not made sufficient use of the 
comedy element. There are some bright and 
clever lines and they were received with 
avidity by the audience, but after the first 
act there is little reef to the general sober- 
ness. 

Hugh Tanner has been a copy reader on a 
metropolitan newspaper and is brought to a 
small country town to serve as editor of The 
Wyndham Clarion. The first act opens om 
his first day-in charge and is timed for the 
hour of going to press. Tanner has been fn- 
duced-to come to Wyndham by John Swayne, 
a capitalist, the political enemy of Alexan- 
der Mack, who is about to seek reé#lection 
to the United States senate. Mack has been 
financially interested in the exploitation of 
the stock of a local railway corporation and 
on his advice the townepeople have made 
heavy investments in the stock. Through 
a turn in the market the shares have gone 
away below par, and it is the conseneus of 
opinion that the shareholders’ loss has been 
the senator's gain. 

It is Swayne’s idea to make the matter the 
issue of the campaign and he hag employed 
Tanner to poison the public mind against 
Mack by means of_a series of articles of a 
libelous nature, which are to appear in The 
Clarion. Tanner accepts the:proposition ap- 


made sufficiently clear at any time and the 
auditor is not certain as to whether Tanner 
is a tool in the hands of Swayne or really be- 
lieves in the senator’s guilt. It trangepires 
that Tanner has met Swayne’s daughter, Har- 
riet, at a lake resort the preylous summer, 
and that their friendship has been more than 
a passing one.

A mob instigated by Els- 
lie attempts to destroy the office furniture. 

The second act takes place three weeks 
later. Harriet Swayne is confident that Tan- 
ner is trying to follow a straightforward 
course, but equally confident that the sena- 
tor is innocent, She attempts to reason with 
Tanner. Becoming convinced that he has 
been bought over and that the question at 
heart with him is one of dollars and cents 
rather than right and wrong, she spurns his 
overtures of love. 

The third act takes place the day before 
election day. Tanner has made a thorough 
investigation of the charges and to 
doubt. He makes a trip to New York and 
through a rapid manipulation of high finance 
puts the stock in question on a substantial 
basis and clears Senator Mack.

The “ LIFE OF PAUL JONES ” is in itself 
more of a novel than nine-tenth$ that are so 
called—and cold indeed must be the blood 
which fs not thrilled by a rehearsal of those 
scenes which show the indomitable courage 
of that born fighter, and his victories in the 
face of overwhelming handicaps. 

As Alfred Henry Lewis describes that 
memorable fight between the Serapis and 
the Bonhomme Richard, there are some read- 
ers who, having waded through the blood 
with the smoke of battle in their nostrils and 
the impulse of the crisis moment in their 
veins, will be aware of some disappointment 
in the anti-climax of Paul Jones’ life—and 
some incongruity in his death, by disease. 

A timely death—before our tears are dried 
at their source and our blood has become 
accustomed to a normal pulsation—is—but 
that is a matter between ourselves and Paul 
Jones. There is no quarrel with Mr. Lewis, 
whose book is most admirably suited to its 
double purpose of novel and of history. (G.

The plot, 
futile and absurd, is cheapened by contrast, 
and this disproportion tends to emphasize 
the chief fault of the book—a too apparent 
strain after the mysterious and fascinating 
element.

A. C. McClurg & Co. have produced a cred-

Civil Service Commission Hears 
Charges Made by Aged Gardener, 
and Evidence Shows That He Was 
subjected to Brutal Conduct by Po- 
lice Official—Another Bluecoat Is 
Freed on Allegation of Having 
Been a’ Masher. 


Sergeant Thomas Carey of the Chi- 
cago avenue station was placed on triak be- 
fore the civil service commission yesterday 
on the charges filed by August Gutzloe, tne 
aged er of the lake front, whom the 
sergeant threw into a cell when the gardener 
eame to make & complaint about smoke, 
9 Sa was conclusive that Carey had 
not done his duty in failing to notify Gutz- 
ioe’s friends that he was in prison until after 
the police court hearing. It showed also that 
Carey had far exceeded hie authority and 
had acted in a brutal manner. During the 
hearing, which resulted in the case being 
taken under advisement, Assistant Chief 
Schuettler publicly reprimanded Carey in 

words: 
ae A come down to the facta, then, the 
quarrel started when you insisted that there 
was no smoke and Gutzloe insisted that there 
was. Is that true?” 

“Yes,” said the sergeant. 


Schuettler Reprimands Carey. 

“Then if you had taken the complaint down 
as you should have done and said nothing, 
there would have been no trouble. You 
ghould not have disputed with an old man. 
When you found he was angry, ae you tes- 
tify, you should have showed him more kind- 
ness. Remember he is an old man.” 

Gutzioe, his grey hair falling abont his 
wrinkled, sunburned face, was the first wit- 
ness. In language showing hi#rained mind, 
he told of the indignities to which he had 
been subjected when he offered his simple 
complaint. 

“] told Carey’ there was smoke there, and 
he sald: “There is ®@o smoke. You are a 
trouble maker. a kicker. Get out of here or 
T will lock you up.” 

Carey testified that he had told Gutzloe 
that his complaint was attended to, and the 
gardener insisted on his (Carey's) personally 
looking into it. 

‘When I refused he became abusive until 
tT ha@ to lock him up on a charge of dis- 
orderly conduct.”’ 

“What is your definition of disorderly con- 
duct?’ acked Commissioner Wenter. 

“Actions which tend to break the peace,” 
paid the sergeant. 

“Was any peace broken except your own, 
Were you not venting a personal spite?’ 


Carey’s Witness Not So Sure. 


Sergeant Conrad, who was in the station at 
the time, supported Carey, but balked when 
asked if he would have locked Gutzloe up 
under the same provocation. 

“Tt is a matter of opinion,’’ he sald. 

John Reiser, police operator, failed to sub- 
stantiate the police attempt to show that 
Gutzloe exceeded bounds in his manner. 

Dr. Thomas S. Crowe, 1893 Sheridan road. 
testified for the defense that he had known 
Gutsioe for years and that on two occasions 
had seen him in fits of rage which satisfied 
him that the gardener was the subject of 
emotiona] insanity. 

This was offset by the testimony of Mrs. 
Laseman, 270 Huron street, who said she had 
known him for years and seen him two or 
three times a week, and that he never exhib- 
ited any but the most normal and kindly man- 
ner and she had never seen him unduly ex-

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HARD TO CLEANSE 
FOUL TENEMENTS, 


Owner of Squalid Houses in 
North Carpenter Street 
Resists City. 


SANITARY LAWSIGNORED. 


Three Moves Made by Health De- 
partment Are Checked by 
Legal Devices. 


A baby with a pale, sickly face lay crying 
eon the back doorstep of the house at 564 
North Carpenter street yesterday afternoon. 
A dozen more children were playing on an 
ech heap just outside the door. The back 
yard, which was fifteen feet square and did 
service for eight families, which live in the 
three houses occupying one lot, Was strewn 
with cans and refuse, Across the children's 
play plot ran a wooden sewer from 
which arose nolseme gases. 

In the block of ground bounded by Car- 
penter, May, and Cornell streets and the 
Northwestern railroad tracks there are 
thirty-eight such tenement houses, holding 
a population of 250 Polish people. 

It is this tenement quarter which Chief San- 
ftary Inspector Hedrick has decided must 
be cleaned out. “Attempts to force an im- 
provemtnt of conditions have been made be- 
fore. In fact, the sanitary inepection depar*- 
ment for the last ten months has been en- 
gaged in a legal battle with the owner, Rob- 
ert R. Clark. At least three moves to close 
the buildings have been begun by the au- 
thoritiea and in every instance they have 
been blocked by legal countermoves. 


City Begins New Suits. 

Fresh suits have been started in Justice 
Gibbons’ court, and Inspector Hedrick be- 
Meves hie deputies have prepared so ex- 
haustive a report of the facts that con- 
demmnation proceedings may follow shovid the 
owner again refuse to make the changes 
demanded by the department 

An inspection of the tenement houses was 
made yesterday by a TRIBUNE reporter. Few 
of the houses are provided with proper sewer- 


age, and most of them are absolutely with- 


out water connections. The buildings are 
old, and repairs evidently have not been made 
upon them for several years. Cluttered to- 
gether in so close a space as to allow little 
breathing room for the dense population 
there housed, the huddled pile of roofs seems 
eimost to cover the area of the biock.

In each house from three to six 
families Gweill. Generally there are a num- 
ber of children, two families living In one 
of the smaller tenements recording a total 
of fourteen, most of whom are under theage 
of years. 


Sanitary Facilities Lacking. 

The first step taken within one of the 
houses proved the absence of sanitary facil- 
ities. Investigation revealed rude, wooden 
troughs and drains, some in @ state of decay. 

In a house on May street on the baék end 
of a narrow lot no running water was seen. 
Hiere the family occuplied-two rooms, one of 
which was used as a kitchen and dining 
room. In the same room was located the 
only closet in the house. 

Through the refuse strewn back yards were 
traced the draing that carry away the sew- 
a@ge from the entire tenement group to be’ 
discharged into the river two blocks to the 
east. The drains in many places were broken 
or leaky, and the children in digging had 
exposed the decayed and rotting wooden 
mains.
